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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been considered but 
they are not persuasive. Applicant contends that Suydam does not teach a urological instrument for measuring urine flow. However, it is 
noted that in the apparatus claim said recitation constitutes intended use. Applicant is reminded that a recitation of the intended use of the 
claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the 
claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. Suydam 
has been modified by Dye to include a flow indicator in the form of graduated indicia 74. One of ordinary skill in the art would know how to 
modify the funnel of Suydam to include graduated indicia for reasons such as using said flow indicator to gauge the amount of fluid flowing 
into the device. This would be relevant because a user might want to use the device a few times before disposal and the graduated indicia 
would signify the threshold of liquid even in semi-solid or gelatinous form requiring disposal of the device. It is also noted that the claims do 
not recite any structure associated with the flow indicator. The same reasoning is applied to dependent Claim 27 regarding the volume 
indicator, which also does not have any structure associated therewith. Regarding dependent Claim 24, it is noted that Suydam does not 
necessarily teach away from having a closing member. Modifying the device to have a closing member for reasons such as enabling 
possible drainage of fluid would still enable the device to remain sealed and leak-free when the closing member is in the closed position as 
claimed. Therefore, It Is respectfully maintained that Suydam in combination with at least Dye make obvious the invention as claimed for 
the reasons elaborated in the outstanding Final Action. 
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
